Mr. Ivanow appears to have 
‘been warned against accepting the chattman= 
hip of the Russian Bntlgrants  Commmalttes 
fourage ‘was ‘reat andthe knowicdee: that 
courage was. great edge that 
fhe ‘would thus -be best able “to sesve his 
fellow-countrymen influenced his ‘decision 
to accopt the post, “He fis pald dearly for 
his temerity aha. there’ will -be considerable 
sympathy with his family in helt tragle 
Bereavement.

even more than they did when the President 
expressed his intention of doing what has| 
now been commenced. After all they had| 
plenty of notice of what was likely to happen, 
for many months have since he dee 

ed that the delivery of cargoes to Britain| 
would be assured. 

It isto be expected that the Germans 
will send every available submarine in an} 
endeavour ‘to beat down this new defence, 
but the success which the British Navy has 
lately had against the U-boat fleet, and the| 
very substantial reduction in the amount of| 
tonnage lost suggest that the Americans, who) 
had plenty of convoy experience in the last 
war, will be well prepared for the task which 
now devolves upon them. Lord Halifax in| 
the course of an interview has given a glow- | 
ing account of the enormous industrial effort 
which is being made in the United States, 
‘and the great potential which US. industry 
possesses.

Soundies, ‘and Indeed there is a similarity of 
‘method with some alteration ‘of timetables. 
‘Tho. plelure’of an overrun ‘Europe, of ah 
adventure into northern Africa, somewhat. of 
2 parallel with ‘Napoleon's ii-fated Invasion 
‘of Egypt. and the onslaught on Russia strongly 
fecal the events of well over a century ago, 
‘While the resemblance i all the more marked 
when Napoleon's duplicity, every bit as great 
as that of Hille’, te remembered, But 
Napoleon's régime did ‘not collapse of sel 
He'had to endure Sal military defeat before 








Propagation jit disappeared, though, it is clear that the 


manner in which he had wasted the manhood 
of France had ‘rendered ‘his disappearance 
from the scene likely even if he had won 
the Battle of Waterloo. 

‘The great factor which will make for the 
collapse of Hitler’s house of cards is the 
enormous store of hatred he is building up 
for himself, his Nazis, and his people. There 
is not a foot of territory over which his 


‘be| armies have passed which is not a breeding 


fround of curious hate, only’ awaiting 8 
favourable opportunity to burst into flame 
against ‘the aggressors. Even in Taly “the 

jermans are loathed and scorned, and the 
masses will. welcome “Hitler's defeat with 
Fejoicing. All” is not, satisfactory for “ihe 
Nazis in the ageas they have” occupied. 
Sabotage, guerilia warfare and murder are 
everyday occurrences, while in Czechoslova~ 
ica, "Poland," Norway, Denmark, Holland 
Belgium, and France, in Greece and Yugo= 
slavio, ‘ond ‘perhaps, "even in Rumania ‘and 
Bulgatia’ men, who insist that. they must 
‘and shall be free, are awaiting the destruction 
of the Nazi military machine which wil. be 
the signal for an uprising, which ‘will mean 
the end of Hitler and his’ gang. 

‘The wholesale executions in which the 
Germans are indulging is supposed by them 
{o'be the answer {o the underground agitation 
which is going on in every occupied country. 
It may satisfy them from that point of view 
but the fact is that the’ Germans are build- 
ing up such a store of vengeance that the 
wonder jis that ‘they cannot ‘see that they 
are sowing the seed of their ultimate destruc- 
tion. "Mr. Hoover's belief that even if Hitler 
suffered ho, military defeat, upon’ the Con- 
tinent, his “kingdom could ‘not. survive 
probably, in the circumstances. of Hitler's 
‘own making, correct. Certainly his boast that 
the Nazis witl rule for a thousand years will 
not be justified. It may very well be that 
with modern arms he may be able to hold 
millions of people in. subjection for atin 
but the sufferings ihe is inilieting upon his 
‘wn people must in due course bear fruit, 
‘That he and his accomplices already appear 
fo understand, and the ridiculous claims. of 
success, the falsity of which ‘has been amply 
demonstrated, show that already he ts facing 
{ho problem’ of unrest “amongst. his “own 
people. 

‘The Allies will find themselves faced with 
‘gn enormous. task, when the defeat of 
Hiuerism comes about, in. endeavouring 0 
prevent conditions in Europe becoming ulterly 
chaotic, “Tt may safely be foreeast that the 
state of Germany subsequent to the flight of 
the late Kaiser at the end of the last war 
‘will be as nothing compared with the condi 
tions fo be expected throughout Europe at 
Whe end of ‘this present struggle. It” will 
devolve upon the victorious Allies first to 























feed. Europe from the stores. which are, 
already being accumulated for that purpose, 
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Juut the néccssity of restoring and maintain 
ing order will, it ig to be expected, make 
further great demands upon them. Doubtless 
the leaders of the various Allied Governments 
are already considering the problems which 
will arise at the end of the war, and will 
have their plans ready {o' put into’ operation, 
but if wil’ not be at oll surprising if it is 
found that the new European order will have 
to be bullt up from the very ground, Hitler 
has already torn down so much that the 
work of rehabilitation will indeed be tre- 
‘mendous.

THE FATE OF KIEV 


f Sept. 22, 
If the city of Kiev has indeed fallen into 
German ‘hands, the Russians will have 
‘experienced the most serious reverse since 
the invasion of their country started But 
the claims of the Germans in this respect 
have not yet been admitted by the Russians 
whose communiqués are confined -to. the 
statement that severe fighting is proceeding 
in the suburbs of the city and that heavy 
slaughter is being inflicted upon the attackers. 
What the Germans appear to have done is, 
to have worked round the strong western. 
defences of the city, and to have attacked 
from the north and’south with numerically 
superior forces, According to a correspon- 
dent of the Russian journal, “Pravda,” the 
Germans, supported by masses of armoured, 
cars and aircraft, broke through the outer 
fortifications rendering the situation critical. 
‘That is very far from the German claims to 
have captured the city, and the chances are 
that their allegations are merely anticipatory 
of ‘what they hope will occur. If the 
Russians at Kiev are fighting anything ke 
thelr fellows in Leningrad it may still be 
some time before the German claim can be 
substantiated, 

‘The, same" correspondent states that the 
defenders were’ not sparing their lives, and 
would not yield. the elty cheaply, and, if this 
indeed proves to be the case, the Germans, 
if and when they completely ‘occupy. the

‘The explosion was heard for blocks 
around the Cathay Hotel and an alarm 
was put through to the  Shanghal 
Municipal Police and Shanghal Fire 
Brigade, Two machines from the 
latter department hurried to. the 
‘scene, while policemen arrived there 
in several cars a few seconds later. 

Considerable Damage 

It wag at first thought that the 
Radio Station “XGDN- had’ been 
bombed and an announcer made an 
announcement to that effect only to

ascended to ‘the first floor, they saw 
that almost al! the windows, net only 
‘on the first. floor, ‘but ‘even up the 
Stairs, had been ‘smashed.

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NAZI, WAR COMMUNIQUES 


By 0. M. Gna 


‘One of the iNustrated papers had a pieture 
jast ‘week of two men looking at a dog : “We 
call him Smolensk” says one, “because we do 
not know exactly who he belongs to.” I 
have before mea comparison of German 
communiques. On the 18th they claimed to 
have taken Smolensk on the 10th, On the 
24th they said they were forced to make a 
wide detour round the city to reach their 
advanced troops owing to the “very large 
Soviet forces” about Smolensk. On July 10, 
‘the Germans claimed to have taken 400,000 

+ prisoners. On the 23rd they said that ‘the 

Russians fought to the death “knowing, that 
their families" would suffer it they didn’t. 
‘That is why the German Army has, taken 
comparatively few prisoners!” In fact noth~ 
ing tells more strongly of Russian success 
than the German reports of the fighting, ‘The 
“Daily ‘Telegraph” recently had an extremely 
interesting letter signed “W. E, Hart” who 
says that Russian tactics are ‘based. on a 
strategieal theory founded by General von 
Falkenhausen for the use of China against 
the Japanese, “It is called” he says the 
“Quallen theory” of "Medusa tacties,” but he 
does not explain why, The old simile of 
thrusting the hand into a pot of glue—easy 
enough but more and more difficult to with- 
‘draw the further you go in—is-used, and the 
essence of the game is to elude the enemy 
where he tries to corner you, and while fight- 
ing a delaying action at that point, to attack 
him in another direction many miles away. 
If the Russians are fighting on these lines, it 
may explain the German assertion that the 
coherence of the Russian forees has been 
broken into. a number” of small units.

thought he had got it—half the staff were 
away. But ft turned out that the manage

at work, that they needed a rest. So 
the staff were away that week and the 
halt were to be off the next. Tt is a very 
comforting picture that Quintin Reynolds 
draws and there is no reason to suppose tha! 
‘a man’ of his reputation would overdraw. 
Questions have been raised over the per- 
mission given to a German Flight sergeant 
now a prisoner in Canada to write a book 
“I was a Nazi Flier” which has just been 
published in New York. But anyone who 
has read even extracts from it can see why. 
It gives a shocking pleture of the murder 
‘ous robots into which  Hitlerism bas cor- 
rupted the German youth.  Leske, the man 
in question, went bombing over’ Dunkirk, 
Coventry, Birmingham and London, He 
sloats over the strafing of women and child- 
Fen and his arrogance is almost’ unbeliev- 
able. Here for example: “People running 
from the houses. .. some pushing pérambula- 
tors. When we get low enough we strafe 
them, ....,‘They are our erfemies, One must 
kill one's enemies.” - But in, extraordinary 
contrast He says elsewhere “It is a rotten 
Beastly | business shooting at _defenceless 
parachutists. ‘Typically Dutch, It is not a 
cording to international law.” In the very’ 
same paragraph Leske adds 

guns began {o rattle. So they're -civilia 
Well either it is war or it is now” And 
another place “The English have abandoned 
all pretence at fair fighting. The swine 
‘would not hesitate to bomb our little towns 
as a military objective.” Meanwhile ot his 
fight over London he says “I saw 

for the first time and I bet it will be the 
last time too. ‘This will all be destroyed. It 
will stand but a few days more until’ the 
Fuchrer pronounces its death sentence.” One 
more example of Nazi mentality may be 
‘quoted. “Leske writes: “The Poles. are ex- 
cellent fiers and unbelievably reckless. You 
can just feel the way they hate us. I don’t 
know why they hate us like that.” The 
italies are mine, perhaps unnecessary, If the 
Americans need anything more to show them 
what Nazism is this book will supply. But, 
ven when Germany is beaten, how long is 
It going to take to eradicate the awful at- 
titude of mind for the world which Leske 
reveals? And it is common among practic- 
ally all the younger German prisoners. 


















So Japan too has to learn as other nations 
have ‘in the past the unwisdom of pushing 
the placid and indolent British people too 
far! Her occupation of Indo-China has of 
course been in the big headlines this week 
and there is universal satisfaction that the 
Government has at last roused itself to act 
firmly, though coupled with some apprehen- 
sion that vested interests and the remnants 
Of the “appeasement school (which is not ex- 
tinct) may find ways and means’ of getting 
round the freezing order—a fear which I see 
is strongly dwelt on by the “Straits Times.” 
It is idle to speculate what Japan will do. 
Of hand one might think it depended largely 
on her reserves and internal conditions: if 
| these are good she might decide to dig her- 
self in in Indo-China and wait on develop- 
ments in Europe, if they are bad, she might 
try one reckless’ gamble, to win or lose it 
all and do ‘as much damage in her own 
downfall as possible. Some interesting arti- 
gies have een, appearing on the Japanese 
Air Force of which the experts have @ poor 








opinion. What its numbers are no one 
Knows. But it is generally held to be ob- 
Solete. ‘There ig little private flying in 


Japan such as elsewhere provides so Dig. a 
reserve of potential pilots, and though the 
construction of Japanese aeroplanes has im- 
proved latterly, Japan is still short in high- 
class engineering and the high quality mat- 
grials needed for the best planes.
